During this period of 9 months in 1968 we were 3.2° below normal. Normal 


is arrived at by averaging the highest and lowest temperature for the 2k hour 


period. We were also below normal for same period 1969 with 6k.k° which was 


1.8° below normal. Question is how could we be so hot this summer and still 


be below normal. Every month in 1969 was below normal except July. May get 


some idea of why we were below normal by noting that during January, February 


and March we had 1;2 days when the temperature dropped to 32° or below. As you 


may recall during the first 3 months we had few extreme temperatures but con- 


sistently below normal day after day. Also, some cool nights during the 


summer lowered our normal temperatures. 


Apparently, the above offset the 28 days in July and the same number of 


days in August of 90 degrees or above. 


From January 1 to September 30, a total of 122 days, we had 82 'days with 


;90° pr/abp^. 'This equals 6l% or 2/3 of the days during this period the 


temperature reached 90 or more.

When both years are put together the average is about normal which 


goes to prove that averages in this case doesn't mean much.

ning In November. 


"Intelligence obtained from 


prisoners and documents has 
consistently indicated that the 
objective of the (enemy's) fell 
campaign was to prepare for 
the winter-spring offensive,"the 
assessment continued." The en- 
emy's actions to date seem to 
bear out these Intentions. 


"Recent enemy activity has 


been light throughout the 3rd 
Corps and the enemy's division- 
al elements have been largely 
inactive. It appears that he is 
attempting to use his subregion- 


al and local forces to maintain a 
semblance of pressure while 
preserving his main force units 
for the winter-spring campaign. 


"The low level of infiltration 


during August and September 
and lack of indications of size- 
able numbers of arrivals sug- 
gests that the enemy may be 
forced to hold his main force 
units back in order to maintain 
a threat and to keep them intact 
for the next campaign." 


Other sources said the enemy 


troops are being extensively re- 
supplied with weapons and am- 
munition.

Conlisk had said Turner told 


him at the time he wanted the 
weapons for Army training and 
museum display and signed re- 
ceipts stating they would be de- 
stroyed when no longer of use to 
the service.

that Chicago Police knowingly 
handed the guns over to him.

THE WELL. CHILD <s> 


It's Best to Supervise 
Child's TV Watching 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Do the cartoons and other 


television p r o g r a m s your 
child watches belong in the 
w e i r d o-superhero-supervil- 
lain class? The chances are 
many of them do. If so, how 
s e r i o u s is their effect on 
young minds? The producers 
defend such programs by 
stressing the fact that the 
actual violence always oc- 
curs off-camera and no dead 
bodies are shown. They fur- 
ther state that the worst 
television can do is to stimu- 
late the abnormal child, al- 
ready a delinquent, to violent 
action. 


The well-k n o w n psychia- 


trist, Dr. Frederic Wertham, 
does not agree. He believes 
that the films give the nor- 
mal child the impression that 
violence is the proper way to 
settle differences. A recent 
poll indicates that81 percent 
of the members of the Amer- 
ican Psychiatric Association 
agree with Dr. Wertham. An- 
other survey revealed that 
most children, when they 
graduate from high school, 
will have spent 36 per cent 
more hours watching tele- 
vision than they have spent 
in the classroom and that 
not over 5 per cent of par- 
ents exert any supervision 
over the viewing done by 
their children. 


Concerned parents should 


not only control the type of 
shows their children see but 
also exert some pressure for 
reform on the program pro- 
ducers t h r o u g h PTA and 
other civic organizations. It 
is just as important to pro- 
tect your child against the 
violence of other children as 
it is to curb his own violent 
impulses. 


Q—My n e p h e w , 15, has 


white spots about the size of 
a dime on his face and chest. 
They are slightly rougher 
than the normal skin but not 
scaly. What causes them and 
how can he get rid of them? 


A—Your nephew may have 


vitiligo, sometimes referred 
to as freckles in reverse, but 
with this condition there is 
no change in the texture of 
the skin. The cause is un-

known. Trioxsalen taken by 
mouth over a long period 
may be h e l p f u l . The only 
other treatment is the use of 
masking cosmetics. 


In some persons with the 


mild fungus disease, tinea 
versicolor, h e a l i n g leaves 
areas of loss of pigment and 
might account for the rough- 
ened surface. 


Q—Recently my young son 


was hospitalized and a diag- 
nosis of Wolff-P a r k i n s o n- 
White syndrome was made. 
Is this serious? 


A—In this congenital dis- 


order, the victim has attacks 
of very r a p i d pulse with 
characteristic electrocardio- 
graphic changes. The disease 
is not to be taken lightly but 
it can be controlled with 
quinidine or procaine.

a companion paper to their new

Nixon Wants 
Partisanship 
Put Aslat

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon has asked the Demo- 
cratic controlled Congress to 
put aside partisanship and pro- 
duce a legislative record which 
would make the administration 
and lawmakers proud. 


In a message aimed at quiet- 


ing the combat that has been 
growing 
between Republicans 


and Democrats over the pace of 
legislation, Nixon promised to 
meet Congress "more than half 
way" to accomplish what needs 
to be done. 


Senate 
Democratic 
leader 


Mike Mansfield praised Nixon's 
statement as "temperate, re- 
strained, understanding, in good 
taste and good form," 


But House majority leader 


CarlAlbert spiced his comment 
with some peppery phrases ac- 
cusing the administration 
of 


being slow to get its legislative 
program before Congress and of 
having divided views on many 
important issues, 


The message was set for for- 


mal reading to Congress today 
but was released to the nation 
Sunday. 


In it, Nixon stressed the idea 


of a working partnership be- 
tween his administration and 
Congress to enact a program 
that will launch a new era of 
government reform. 


"Let us resolve," he said, "to 


make the legislative issue of the 
1970 campaign the question of 
who deserves the greater credit 
for the 9lstCongress'srecordof 
accomplishment, not which of 
us should be held accountable 
because it did nothing."

Senate Introduces

T 


he political spoilsmen of 
the United States Senate 
who have been trying to 


rob President Nixon of his Con- 
stitutional right to name a Sup* 
reme 
Court justice to his 


own liking asked for what they 
got Sunday from the non-parti- 
san American Bar Association. 


The ABA's committee on fed- 


eral Judiciary, asked to recon- 
sider its original endorsement 
of Appellate Judge Clement F. 
Haynsworth for the high court, 
reaffirmed that endorsement 
Sunday, 


It was a staunch backup of 


President Nixon's constitution- 
al rights— and a slap at the 
political maneuvers of the "dir- 
ty pool" players in the Senate. 


As the people who complain 


of recent Supreme Court de- 
dlslons are beginning to under- 
stand, they determine the kind 
of court they are to have each 
time they elect a President. 
The Constitution clearly states, 
Article II, Section 2, Subsec- 
tion 2: 


"He (the President) shall 
nominate and by and with 
the advice and consent of 
the Senate shall appoint 
ambassadors, other public 
ministers 
and consuls,

PREME 
COURT, etc." 


(emphasis supplies). 
Front men 
for the Labor 


chiefs and Left Wing Liberal 
causes are tryingto circumvent 
the language of the Constitution 
by twisting it to read that Sup- 
reme Court nominations aren't 
made by the President alone but 
by the President and Senate 
Jointly. 


But that isn't the way things 


a^e'iv 
The Constitution em- 


powers the President to name 
Supreme Court justices and 
makes him responsible for 
them, while the Senate, In Its 
advisory role, is limited to a 
veto solely on qualifications 
grounds. The American Bar 
association committee's reln- 
dorsement of Judge Haynsworth 
clears his qualifications— leav- 
ing a motley array of Senate 
pollticans exposed as "dirty 
pool" players. 


Your editor Is me rely voicing 


the resentment held by mill ions 
of Americans against the per- 
formance of Supreme Court 
justices appointed for decades 
past by Democratic presidents. 
Time after time senators of 
both parties united In confirm- 
ing the nomination to the Sup- 
reme Court of known radicals 
and advocates of special inter- 
ests. The nominee's qualifica- 
tions, however, were O.K. and 
no matter how distasteful their 
viewpoints the Senate conceded 
the President's authority to 
name them— and to be alone 
responsible for them. 


But a year ago the people 


rebelled against the kind of 
Supreme Court we had endur- 
ed and threw out the presiden- 
tial administration that had last 
named the Justices. 
Now the 


defeated Labor chieftains and 
bankrupt Liberals are attempt- 
Ing to do in the Senate what 
they could not do In last Nov- 
ember's election— to prevent 
a conservative President from 
reforming the Supreme Court 
as the people so voted.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court agreed today to

The court will consider an ap* 


peal from Maryland, where a 
$250-a-month family maximum 
wwas ruled illegal last March 
by a Federal court in Balti- 
more.

to families in New York state.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court let stand today 
the kidnap-rape conviction of 
Ernesto A. Miranda, the Arizo- 
na truckdriver whose case led 
to the celebrated Miranda deci- 
sion. 


This time the court sustained 


the Arizona Supreme 
Court, 


which ruled last February that 
Miarnad's conviction was legal- 
ly proper.. 


Miranda had been re-tried, 


convicted again and sentenced 
to 20 to 30 years in prison fol- 
lowing the court's 1966 ruling 
that police had obtained an in- 
valid confession from him. 


With the same ruling, the 


court required police every- 
where to advise suspects under 
interrogation that they have a 
right to remain silent and a 
right to have a lawyer's assist- 
ance. 


Appealing the second convic- 


tion, Miranda's a t t o r n e y s 
claimed it also was invalid be- 
cause the trial judge allowed 
him to be questioned in court 
about the confession and had 
Miranda restate the confession. 


The conviction was for the 


kidnap-rape of an 18-year-old 
girl in Phoenix in 1963. Miranda 
has been In prison ever since his 
arrest in March of that year.

Arkansas Supreme Court today 
upheld a $20,000 judgment to a 
Craighead 
County 
landowner 


for 3.94 acres claimed by the 
State Highway Commission for 
a U.S. 63 bypass. 


The Highway Commission had 


appealed on the grounds that 
the 
sum was excessive. It 


equals $5,075 per acre. 


An appraiser for -the state 


Highway Department said the 
land was worth $6,000 an acre, 
but the commission contended 
that the award by a jury at 
Jonesboro was excessive. 


Mrs. 
Louise Tilley, who 


owned the land as part of a 
27-acre tract, contended that 
the unclaimed portion of her 
property would not be increased 
in value significantly by con- 
struction of the bypass, The 
commission witnesses argued 
that property value would be 
raised and that the award for 
the land taken for the bypass 
should be lower.

5,000 demonstrators against the 
Vietnam war, Army justice and 
the treatment of racial militants 
swarmed on this post Sunday in 
a confrontation with 1,000 mili- 
tary policemen. 


The impromptu invasion was 


finally repulsed with jets of tear 
gas which drove the racially 
mixed group, 
many coughing 


and wheezing, off a field near 
' the base family housing area, 


There were no arrests and, 


except for the effects of the gas, 
no reported injuries. 


"We have made our point," 


Herb Dryer, a 
demonstration 


leader, shouted through a bull- 
horn to the retreating crowd. 


The demonstration brought to- 


gether members of such varied 
organizations as the Catholic 
Peace Fellowship, the Black 
Panther party, the Puerto Rlcan 
Young Lords and students from 
Princeton, Columbia, New York 
and other universities in the 
area. 


The demonstration was organ- 


ized at a coffee house in nearby 
Wrlghtstown which has served 
as a meeting place for dissident 
Ft. Dix personnel. 


The protesters marched to Ft. 


Dix under the banner of the 
"Committee to Save the Ft. Dix 
38"—reference to a group of 
servicemen accused of foment- 
ing a riot while imprisoned in 
the base stockade last June. 
WhllR military police barri- 
caded 
road entrances to the 


base, the demonstrators, mostly 
young and including a number 
of 
helmeted 
young women, 


veered off the highway into the 
empty field. 


Within minutes hundreds of 


gas-masked MPs arrived to re- 
pel the marchers. 


The two groups confronted 


each other at close quarters 
with the demonstrators inches 
away from the troops' bayonets. 


After repeated appeals to the 


demonstrators 
to leave, Col, 


Bernard Carr, post Marshal, 
gave the order to fire the tear 
gas. 


The Army contends that only 


35 men were Involved in the 
stockade disturbance, that only 
four have been sentenced so far 
and that Investigation's still 
pending for only six.

Nixon administration, facing a 
new wave of protests breaking: 
across the nation, says chances 
of a quick negotiated Vietnam 
peace have been shattered by 
the noise of dissent. 


"there is so much dissent 


here, and there are so many 
voices being heard that 1 think 
they (the North Vietnamese) 
must have the feeling that the 
President 
doesn't 
have the 


amount of support necessary to 
carry on for a long time," Sec* 
retary of State William P. Rog- 
ers said Sunday. 


"There hasn't been any pro- 


gress in Paris for the last two or 
three months," he said, "and 1 
would doubt very much that 
there would be any progress un- 
less It is clear that 
President 


Nixon's policy is supported by 
the American people," 


This apparent disunity, Rog- 


ers said, all but rules out "any 
possibility of a negotiated settle- 
ment, at least for two months." 


Rogers, somber assessment 


of domestic dessent came three 


days before antiwar forces open 
a series of demonstrations de- 
scribed by organizers as a mor- 
atorium on routine llfe.designed 
to show the nation's concern 
with the war. 


There were challenges to Rog- 


ers' position from moratorium 
leaders, politicians of both par- 
ties and educators. 


"For years we've heard the 


repetition of this same old fal- 
low argument," Sen. Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, said Sunday.
